Gasoline Usage 

Gasoline records tumbled 
in May lor the' sixth con¬ 
secutive month, as Califor 
nia motorists .used more gas 
than in any previous May. 

George R. Reilly, member 
State Board of Equalization, 
announced that May gaso¬ 
line usage was 2.7 per cent 
higher than in May, 1975, 
6.3 per cent greater than in 
May, 1974, but only 0.6 per 
cent above totals for May, 
1973, before the energy 
crisis. 

The May total of 920 mil¬ 
lion gallons exceeded the 
previous month’s consump-

tion by 2.9 per cent. 

The gasoline distribution 
data show taxable sales by 
distributors to retail outlets, 
brokers and certain other 
distributors. Refiners, im¬ 
porters, and wholesale dis¬ 
tributors pay a 7-cents-per- 
gallon tax on their distribu¬ 
tions to retailers. The State 
Board of Equalization ad¬ 
ministers the state fuel tax 
program. 

Reilly said that the state’s 
May revenue from that tax 
was $64.4 million, up $1.68 
million from May, 1975, and 
higher by $1.8 million than 
April, 1976._

Continuing our series on 
the appeals function in tax 
cases, here are some of the 
procedures fo you to follow 
if you feel that you have 
been unfairly treated or ycu 
feel a lack of equity. First, 
if you feel that an auditor 
was blind or deaf to your 
case, ycu can request an in¬ 
formal conference. This 
conference may even be im¬ 
mediately, and takes place 
with the supervisor of the 
auditor. You again state 
your case, normally a more 
experienced invest! gator 
than the auditor. The sup¬ 
ervisor has the right to re¬ 
view the entire case and 
rule for the auditor, or for 
the taxpayer. The supervi¬ 
sor does have the right to 
raise the assessment if the 
auditor had been in error. 
Yet, even that supervisor 
does not walk on the water. 
If you still feel that you 
are not being treated fair¬ 
ly or that the assessment is 
wrong, you have further ap¬ 
peals available to you, but 
you must reply to the IRS 
within a thirty day period. 

First, you can appeal the 
findings to the District Con¬ 
ference Staff. These are a 
group of senior auditors, 
especially trained, and who 
have very special powers. 
For one thing, if they feel 
lhat there might be diffi¬ 
culty in the government col¬ 
lecting or that the collection 
would work a back-breaking 
hardship on the taxpayer, 
they can ‘‘give away” up to 
one-half of the tax due. Af¬ 
ter an appeal to the Confer¬ 
ence Staff, if you feel that 
you still have a case, you can 
appeal to the Appell ate 
Division. You can, however, 
skip the Conference and 
Appellate levels and go di¬ 
rectly to the Courts. Also, 
at any time that ycu are in 
the midst of any appeal 
level of procedure, you can 
decide to to to the Courts. 
Needless to say, a decision 
to appeal to the Courts 
should be based on facts 
concerning your case, not on 
political or philosophical be¬ 
liefs. The records are 
strewn with the bones of 
those who filed appeals 
basing it all on their feel¬ 
ings about proportional dis¬ 
tribution of taxes (e.g., the 
Viet Nam war protestors) 
or on the constitutionality 
of withholding law or even 
of payment of estimated 
taxes. 

So far, the Courts have 
been lenient op the aspects 
of frivolity, but the day may 
come when findings of fri¬ 
volous suit p™ the result. 
Base your desire u> appeal 
in these Courts on firm 
points of law, comm o n 
sense and a firm belief that 
you are RIGHT. 

These appeals are made 
to the US Tax Court, the 
Court of Claims or the US 
District Court. Bear in mind 
that these Courts have no 
connection with Ihe IRS, not 
even the Tax Court. To file

IRS tc issue a 90-day stay 
notice of deficiency. Then, 
you have 90 days to peti¬ 
tion the Court. Be sure to 
enclose a copy of the 90-day 
notice with the petition. In 
this Court, you can repre¬ 
sent yourself of retain a 
representative.

& ^ Swimming Pools 

The Red Cross warned 
parents that only seconds 
of inattention at the side of 
a swimming pool can be 
fatal for a young child. 

Dave Banis, Water Safety 
chairman for the Sierra Ma- 
dre Branch, American Red 
Cross, pointed out that lack 
of adequate adult supervi¬ 
sin', insufficient fencing and 
unlocked gates at pools are 
the major causes of deaths 
of young children in the 
water. The majo r i t y of 
small children drowned in 
pools fell in or went in on 
purpose while adults were 
not looking on. Reports of 
some 7,000 or more yearly 
jfrownings of children .under 
five years of age indicated 
that only three such deaths 
occurred when chil dren 
climbed fences to reach a 
pool. 

A study by the National 
Safety Council of 301 swim¬ 
ming pool deaths showed 
I that 114 of these were in 
- the under-five age group . . 
. . most of them in home 
pools, according to the 

I Water Safety chairman. 

Banis advised that the 
great increase in backyard 
pools increases need for 
supervision of young chil¬ 
dren. 

“Careful, constant watch 
over young children could 
have forestalled most of 
these tragedies,” he said. 
“R e d Cross recommends 
that all pool owners and 
parents of young children 
take the water safety course 
offered by the Pasadena 
Chapter. For times and lo-

Of his 66 years in Sicrta 
Made Hartman can recollect 
many of the citizens who 
contributed to the develop¬ 
ment of the community. His 
anecdotes are filled with 
such names as David Roess, 
of the Roess Market; S. R. 
G. Twycross, Sierra Madre's 
first postman; Clay Reavis, 
an early mayor; Charles F. 
Gray, inventor for Singer 
Sewing Machine; and the 
famous Anita Baldwin. 

Part of Hartman’s ap¬ 
prenticeship as a pharmacist 
in early Sierra Madre was 
to learn the management 
and operation of a soda 
fountain. Each future phar¬ 
macist in the early days 
had to learn to make choco¬ 
late syrup from its raw ma¬ 
terials. He also had to make 
sugar bases for sodas and 
malts, and other fountain 
masics. 

“My father and I had a 
number of specialties,” said 
Hartman. “One was a Cas¬ 
tor Oil Cocktail, to help the 
stiff taste of the medicine. 
Another was a Grape Celery 
Phosphate, made of Claret 
wine, extract of celery seed, 
and carbonated water. 

“This was a particular 
favorite of the Sunday cus¬ 
tomers, who would come lo 
the city on the Pacific Elec¬ 
tric Red Cars (PEI. They 
would often stop either on 
their way up to Mt. Wilson 
or bn their way back. Some¬ 
times the PE would bring as 
many as 40 ears of visitors 
on a Sunday,” said Hart¬ 
man. 

This early Sierra Madrean 
looks fondly back on the 
days of the PE cars, the 
dime sodas, and the ‘special’ 
phosphate, but he enjoys his 
retirement by pursuing his 
life--long hobbies of photo¬ 
graphy, garde n i n g, and 
music.

Compulsory Work 
Planned By Our 
School District 

The principal of Pasadena 
High School, Peter Pappas, 
and his administrative staff ^ 
feel that suspension is not 
an effective method to bring 
about positive behavior a 1 
change. 

Suspension causes delays 
in the educational process, 
docs not receive the full 
support of parents, and con¬ 
tributes to certain delin¬ 
quencies in the form of com¬ 
munity crimes and vanda¬ 
lism. Many students con¬ 
sider suspension as a vaca¬ 
tion. Therefore, a Saturday 
Pilot Work Program, as ap- 
poved by Superintendent 
Ramon C. Cortines, will be 
implemented at Pasadena 
High School as a positive 
alternative to suspension. 
Evaluation of the program 
at the end of the first sem¬ 
ester may lead to expan¬ 
sion to other district high 
schools. 

Saturday work will be as¬ 
signed for truancy and 
minor disciplinary infrac¬ 
tions previously requiring a I 
three-day suspension as set 
forth by the Pasadena Uni¬ 
fied School District and 
Pasadena High School. This 
program is to be used c-nly 
after consultation and agree¬ 
ment has been reached by 
the involved student and 
parents. The length of the 
work session will be four 
hours. Students taking part 
in the progam will be in¬ 
volved with gardening (rak¬ 
ing, weeding, trimm ing, 
etc. t, window cle a n i n g, 
trash pick-up, removing gra- 
fitti from walls and school 
equipment, painting, a n d 
general clean-up activities. 
The work program may 
only be used as an alterna¬ 
tive to suspension twice 
during each semester. A stu¬ 
dent who has agreed to par¬ 
ticipate in the work session, 
but is unable to attend, will 
be given another opportu¬ 
nity to do so if the reason 
for the absence is considered 
valid and is verified by the 
parent or guardian. A stu¬ 
dent who does not complete 
his work assignment and 
does not have a valid ex¬ 
cuse will be suspended upon 
his return to school. 

Coordination and admin¬ 
istration of this pilot pro¬ 
ject will be conducted by 
the Dean of Men. Referrals 
to the program will be 
made by the Dean of Wo¬ 
men, the Dean of Men, and 
the Attendance Coordinator. 
Students participating in the 
program will be supervised 
by selected certificated per¬ 
sonnel. The ratio of students 
per supervisor will not ex¬ 
ceed 7 to 1, nor will the 
work force exceed 28 par¬ 
ticipants on a given Satur¬ 
day. 


Parent Contact To 
Stop Unexcused ! 
School Absences 

In order to increase daily 
attendance and keep parents 
informed about their chil¬ 
dren, the Pasadena Unified 
School District will institute 
a new policy regarding un¬ 
excused student absences. 
An unexcused absence is one 
which occurs without th< 
permission of parent - guar¬ 
dian or school authorities. 
The teacher will contact the 
parent or guardian by tele¬ 
phone or in writing after a 
student has accumula t e d 
three unexcused absences.
